Siui  Francisco,  Eehnmry  ^^i.-Among  the 
passengers  who  arrived  on  the  steamer  Cariir 
were  M,  Kobayasbi  and  H.  Kawaiimra.  of 
Tokio,  who  are  on  their  way  to  Mexico  to 
further  the  interests  of  a  colossal  Japanese 
colonisation  project.  Preparations  are  being 
made  for  the  establishment  of  a  Japanese 
colony  on  a  big  tract  of  land  adjacent  to  the 
])ort  of  San  Benito  and  contiguous  to  the 
Guatemalan  boundary. 

In  accordance  with  a  treaty  between  Ihe 
Japanese  and  Mexican  governments  ratifieti 
last  year,  Count  Kiiomoto,  ex-minister  of 
agriculture,  and  a  wealthy  Japanese  land- 
owner, purchased  100,000  acres  of  land  m 
Mexico  in  the  locality  named,  and  il  is  on 
this  that  the  Japanese  colony  is  to  be  estab- 
lished. The  enterprise  is  receiving  the  support 
of  the  Ja^ianese  government. 

It  is  the  purpose  of  the  two  visitors  lo  have 
the  land  surveyed  and  laid  out  for  the 
colonists,  and  this  will  be  done  as  quickly  as 
possible.  The  entire  acreage,  they  declare, 
will  be  devoted  to  the  cultivation  of  coffee. 
It  is  also  planned  to  establish  a  line  of  steamers 
between  this  city  and  Acapnlco  to  connect 
with  the  Japanese  Trans-I'acific  line.— /■>"'"'- 
cial  News,  Feb.  iS.

It  is  said  that   the  Northmen   swept 
the  seas  and  made  discoveries  long  allte- 
'  rior  to  the  period  reached  by  their  liis- 
'.  lorical  traditions,  and  that   to  tlieiu  the 
Celts  of  Ireland  owed  their  knowledge 
of  navigation.     They  it  was  who  first 
constructed    gootl    sea    boats,   finding 
their  material  in  the  grand  piue  forests 
of  Norway,     The  Tuath  11a  Danan,  who 
.settled  in'ireland  as  early  as  the  Chris- 
tian era  and  sjxike  a  Germanic  dialect 
lO'Hallorairi,  were  probably  colonising 
ilines,  for  it  is  thought  that  the  inter- 
course between  Scandinavia  and  Lune- 
rick  commenced  at  a  very  early  period. 
It   was   from   the  Limerick  merchants 
that  the  Icelanders  first  heard  of  Great 
Ireland    and    Whitemen's    Land,    and 
about  the  vear  98.^  Uric  the  Red,  noted 
for  his  love  ot  adventure,  set  sail  trom 
Iceland    and    succeeded    in    reaching 
Greenland.     Bairue.  the  son  of  one  of 
Eric's  followers,  who  had  been  absent

Last  week  the  luinters  made  mo  say 
two  things  which  1  never  wrote  and  for 
the  appearance  of  which  I  am,   as  the 
French  people  say,  desolated.     In  the 
first  place  I  was  represented  as  saying 
last  week  that  niir  party  started  from 
Tigre  with  a  good  stock  ot  poisons  on 
board.     This    is  cruel.     I    wrote  pro- 
visions and  I  meant  ptovisions.     In  the 
next  place  I  wrote  « the  Islander's  dogs 
are  on   duty   near  the    rustic  landing 
stage »  and  the  printers  made  me  say 
,1  the  Islanders,  dogs,  are  on  duty,  etc.» 
This  is  a  libel  on  the  Islanders.    They 
are  not  dogs  ;  they  are  mostly  Italians 
and   Spaniards.     Their   dogs   are   fero- 
cious,   but    that  is  their    own    affair. 
.-\iuongst   the    islands  the  dog   is   the 
jioliceman,  the  coast-guard,  the  game- 
keeper,  the  scarecrow,  the  watchman, 
and  the  guardian  of  insular  integrity, 
and  he  has,  I  expect,  very  httle   time 
for  the  culti%-ation  of  tho.se  pretty  social 
amenities  which  give  a  certain  tone  and 
style  to  the  respectable  family  dog  ot 
the  mainlaud.     As  for  the  islanders  of 
the  delta  thev  are  a  simple,  industrious, 
good-natured"    people,   very   helpful   to 
each  other  and  very   deserving.     And 
now  let  us  get  to  business. 

The  islands  are  extremely  fertile. 
They  are  formed  of  vegetable  matter 
wasiied  down  from  the  heart  of  the 
continent  bv  the  Parana  and  Uruguay. 
From  sand-drifts  they  grew  into  mud- 
banks,  from  mud-banks  into  swamps, 
from  swamps  iuto  islands  and  now, 
with  a  soil  ot  vegetable  mould  which  is 
sometimes  eight  and  nine  feet  in  depth, 
they  can  boast  of  a  fecundity  that  is 
really  amazing.     You  can  grow   almost 
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anything  on  them  and  yon  can  have 
crops  the  whole  ye;ir  i-ound.  They 
produce  all  kinds  of  vegetables,  grain 
and  fruit  and  in  the  most  lavish  abun- 
dance. Altliough  low-lying,  surrounded 
and  intersected  by  vast  quantities  of  ! 
water,  they  are  exceptionally  healthy,  i 
In  the  deltas  of  other  great  rivers  such 
as  the  Mississippi,  the  Nile,  and  the 
Ganges,  life  is  scarcely  worth  living, 
but  in  the  delta  of  the  Parana  the  death 
rate  is  singularly  low.  One  would 
think  that  the  air  would  be  humid,  that 
there  would  be  a  danger  of  malaria, 
that  in  fact  rheumatism,  lung  troubles 
and  fevers  would  be  prevalent.  But  no. 
Every  Islander  you  meet  is  in  robust 
heahh  and  they  are  rarely  troubled  by 
sickness  of  any  kind.  The  air  is  clear, 
elastic  and  by  no  means  damp  ;  and  as 
for  the  mosquitoes,  as  Mr,  Lowe  puts 
it,  they  are  there  merely  to  remind  you 
that  you  have  not  yet  gone  to  heaven. 

The  islands  produce  over  90'  "/o  of 
the  fruit  sold  in  the  Buenos  Aires 
markets,  When  one  pays  ^2  for  a 
dozen  of  good  peaches  in  the  city  and 
sees  entire  groves  of  trees  amongst  the 
islands  laden  with  the  same  fruit,  he 
wonders  why  the  price  is  so  stiff — 
especially  as  he  can  have  a  do/.en  of 
peaches  in  the  Tigre  for  the  mere  ask- 
ing. Nor  do  the  Islanders  tliemselves 
receive  for  their  fruit  anything  like  a 
price  proportionate  to  the  quotations  in 
Buenos  Aires.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  the 
fruit  filters  in' to  us  here  through  the 
hands  of  a  few  usurious  middlemen  who 
Oeece  tlie  producers  and  consumers 
alike.  If  there  were  a  proper  whole- 
sale and  retail  fruit  market  established, 
.say,  near  Rctiro  station,  Buenos  Aires 
would  eat  better  and  cheaper  fruit  and  : 
in  larger  quantities,  the  city  health  i 
would  be  better  tlian  it  is,  the  Islanders  , 
■would  make  more  money  and  the  rail-  '■ 
ways  do  more  business.  The  Rosario  or 
the  Central  Argentine  Company  might 
take  the  hint. 

Fruit  raising  is  not,  however,  the 
chief  industry  of  the  islands.  The 
great  source  of  wealth  at  present  is 
firewood,  and  there  is  a  growing  lumber 
business  in  poplar  which  promises 
well.  The  principal  woods  produced 
are  willow,  poplar  and  peach-tree. 
Nearly  all  the  firewood  of  Buenos 
Aires  comes  from  the  islands.  The 
wood  after  being  cut  is  left  to  dry, 
then  sawn  into  short  blocks  and  shipped 
to  San  Fernando  or  the  Boca.  Here 
again  the  middleman  comes  in  for  an 
undue  share  of  the  profits,  to  the  pre- 
judice both  of  the  Islanders  and  the 
public  at  large. 

Wood  farming,  if  it  is  correct  to  coin 
snch  a  term,  is  a  very  simple  thing. 
Here  is  the  whole  formula.  First  you 
buy  an  island.  It  is  covered  by  a  dense 
growth  of  cn'bo  trees  which  you  nuist 
clear  off.  This  looks  an  endless  and 
hopele.ss  task,  but  in  reality  there  is 
nothing  easier.  You  are  not  obliged  to 
cut  down  the  re/l>o  trees  at  all,  You 
have  only  to  ring  the  trees  near  the 
■  ground  with  an  axe,  and  nature  does 
the  rest.  Once  the  trunk  is  nicked 
around  its  doom  is  but  a  question  of 
time.  The  leaves  immediately  die,  the 
branches  wither,  the  trunk  splits  and 
shrinks,  and  in  a  year  or  so  it  falls  of 
its  own  accord.  Not  only  this.  After 
falling  it  goes  to  pieces,  dries  up— in 
fact  disappears.  You  can  take  a  ceifio 
tree  with  a  trunk  two  feet  in  diameter, 
and  with  a  few  strikes  of  axe  or  hatchet 
do  it  sufficient  injury  to  ensure  its  fall. 
In  two  years  not  a  trace  of  the  ceih 
will  have  remained.  It  will  have  gone 
back  to  the  earth,  decayed,  disinte- 
grated, wiped  itself  out  of  existence. 
Strange  to  say  the  cci'bo  wood  is  good 
enougli  as  long  as  you  keep  it  under  the 
ground.  Once  exposed  to  the  air,  how- 
ever, it  not  only  decays  jjut  .simply 
disappears  and  leaves  no  sign.  In  the 
island  it  is  used  often  to  raise  the  soil, 
to  form  a  .sort  of  barrier  against  the 
inroads  of  the  streams  on  the  soil  of  the 
islands  themselves  and  for  other 
purposes. 

When  the  ca'bo  is  cleared  away  plant- 
ing begins.  This  is  also  a  simple 
operation.  First  you  get  branches  of 
willow  or  poplar  and  cut    them  into 


lengths.  These  stakes  you  take  to  your 
island  and  stick  them  into  the  ground, 
about    five    or    six    feet   apart.     Thc>- 

co.st  you,  planted,  about  $12  to  $15  per 
tliousand.  In  ten  or  twelve  years  they 
are  trees  and  every  trunk  will  be  worth 
from  $3  to  $s  each.  Going  up  the  river 
I  was  shown  a  grove  of  tall  Carolina 
poplars.  They  could  not  have  been 
less  than  50  feet  higli.  They  were  only 
three  years  old  !  Mr.  Lowe  showed  us 
a  poplar  tree  on  one  of  his  islands.  It 
was  a  Carolina.  Tiie  trunk  was  five 
feet  in  circumference  three  feet  from 
the  roots.  About  twelve  feet  from  the 
ground  it  had  branches  two  feet  in 
circumference.  He  tokl  us  the  history 
of  the  tree  in  a  few  words.  Six  years 
ago,  wlien  he  first  landed  on  the  island 
he  drove  a  poplar  stake  into  the  ground 
in  Older  to  make  his  boat  fast.  The 
stake  had  been  left  there  in  the  ground 
on  his  departure  from  the  island.  It  is 
there  still— grown  into  the  tree  the 
dimensions  of  whicli  I  have  given  you 
above. 

Mr.  Lowe  has  two  islands,  one  of 
about  forty  acres,  the  other  nearer  to  a 
hundred.  He  is  planting  extensively 
on  both,  and  has  already  acres  and 
acres  of  poplars,  willows  and  peach 
mounts.  Amongst  the  Islanders  he  is 
a  sort  of  king  whose  word  is  law.  The 
islanders  know  him  for  a  friend  in 
need.  It  was  largely  due  to  his  ener- 
getic pleading  in  their  behalf  that  the 
provincial  government  gave  them  titles 
to  their  hoklings.  Mr.  Lowe's  off  days 
from  journalism  are  spent  in  the  delta. 
In  front  of  liis  house  at  the  Tigre  is  a 
little  fleet  of  steam-launches,  and  his 
delight  is  to  stoke  them,  steer  them,  and 
generally  pervade  the  locality  on  board 
one  of  them.  He  invariably  takes  a 
stoker  on  board  and  teaches  liini  to 
stoke  !  doing  the  greater  part  of  it 
himself.  He  is  perfectly  happy  when 
he  has  to  steer  the  launch,  stoke  the 
engine  and  attend  to  the  education  of 
the  .stoker  all  together,  and  while  thus 
engaged  he  will  tell  the  best  stories  to 
be  had  for  love  or  money  about  the 
islands,  and  about  old  times  on  the 
river- 

To  be  happy  on  the  river  is,  however, 
child's  play.  « You're  at  a  safe  dis- 
tance from  the  printer's  devil  out  here,'* 
as  Mr,  Lowe  puts  it.  In  fact,  you  are 
at  a  safe  distance  from  everything  that 
goes  to  make  up  the  worry  of  liuenos 
Aires.  There  are  no  newspapers,  no 
letters  to  answer,  no  men  with  libel 
suits,  no  accounts  to  collect  or  pay,  no 
Bolsa  ([notations,  no  mail  days,  no 
snicking  of  typewriters,  no  click  click 
of  the  tape,  no  elections,  no  cow  liorns, 
no  municipal  tax,  no  wall- poster 
atrocities,  no  street  organs,  no  l)eUs, 
bells,  bells,  no  railway  whistles,  no  man 
to  ask  you  for  the  loan  of  two  dollars, 
no  bad  tobacco  but  your  own.  It  is 
lovely.     It  is  all  peace  and  a  good  time. 

We  had  on  board  the  editor  of  the 
Revinv,  Mr,  M.  S.  Edye,  who  proved 
during  the  .  whole  cruise  that  the 
"  thoughts  of  youth  are  long,  long 
thoughts,"  for  they  all  came  back  to 
him  again  and  he  too  forgot  the  printers, 
and  insurance  and  Itaulc  finance,  and  in 
that  wondrous  bass  voice  of  his  made 
the  island  woods  resound  with  song  and 
story.  When  he  felt  like  a  cliange  he 
went  forward  and  discoursed  sweet 
reminiscences  with  Mr-  MacNally,  at 
the  wheel.  The  latter  whose  name 
during  the  voyage  was,  as  Jeffrey 
Roche  sings,  «  gingerly  reefed  to  sinrple 
Mack  >i  acted  as  pilot  and  guide  book. 
Why  does  he  not  write  his  experiences 
of  men  and  things  here  and  in  many 
other  lands?  There  is  no  better  r.icon- 
la/r  in  Buenos  Aires.  A  voyage  in  his 
company  is  like  shipping  with  Joseph 
Hatton  or  Aubery  de  Vere.  During 
his  spare  moments  he  and  Mr.  Edye 
traded  in  islands  with  one  anotlier  and 
seemed  to  enjoy  it-  Mr.  Homberger, 
the  artist,  was  also  of  the  party,  and  he 
had  his  zither  with  him.  He  offered  to 
accompany  me  in  a  song  if  they  would 
only  land  us  on  some  uninhabited  and 
dogless  island  where  we  would  be  out 
of  sight  and  out  of  range.  But  the 
others  would  not  consent  to  risk  him. 
Some  wood  or  fruit  boat  might  happen 


along  during  the  performance,  they 
said,  and  then  he  would  surely  be  sacri- 
ficed with  the  real  and  only  culprit. 
But  when  we  laid  up  for  the  night, 
and  when  the  good  things  of  Mrs. 
Lowe's  ho.spitable  board  had  been  dis- 
posed of,  then  they  made  him  open  the 
lips  of  the  angels  that  live  in  the 
strings  of  his  zither  and  they  accom- 
panied him  with  "  Ben  Bolt,"  and  «The 
Warrior  Bold, »  and  «  The  Old  Folks  at 
?Ioine,»  and  a  score  of  other  songs. 
But  let  us  not  lift  the  sacred  veil  any 
farther.  The  printer  is  calling  for  the 
end.  so  we  must  finish, 

As  a  happy  hunting  ground  for 
lioliday  makers  from  Buenos  Aires 
the  delta  of  the  Parana  ought  to  be 
without  a  rival — at  least  lo  those  who 
cannot  get  away  for  more  than  two  or 
three  days.  You  can  take  off  your 
boots  and  dabble  your  toes  in  tlie  water 
while  you  fish.  If  the  fish  mistake  your 
tnes  for  the  bait  what  does  it  matter? 
When  they  sample  you  Ihcy  will  give 
vou  a  wide  berth  in  future  and  your 
toe  will  heal  in  no  time.  Then  you  can 
liave  such  swims,  sucli  dives  into 
smooth,  shady  depths  in  the  shadow  of 
the  willows  ;  such  «  siestas  »  as  you  are 
going  from  one  island  to  another,  lying 
snugly  in  the  stern  of  the  launch,  with 
the  screw  churning  endless  lullaliies 
under  your  head,  and  the  .splash  of  the 
water  against  the  side  of  the  boat  as 
you  roll  over  to  dream  and  l)e  quiet  in 
a  wliile  !  Vou  can  have  jicaclies  fresh 
from  the  tree — delicious  "  free  stones  « 
as  big  as  oranges,  with  'the  warmth  of 
the  sun  in  their  blushes.  But  upon  the 
whole  it  is  better  for  a  man  to  keep  his 
treasures  to  himself.  I  had  been  a  long 
time  looking  forward  to  my  cruise  on 
tlie  Parana :  I  am  never  going  to 
forget  it.

It  is  not  so  long  ago  when  a  re- 
ference to  the  possihihty  or  prohabihty 
of  a  suspension  of  payments  on  the  ])art 
of  the  Brazilian  governmeut  would 
have  been  considered  an  insult.  It 
would  have  been  pointed  out  that  Brazil 
had  most  scrupulously  met  all  her  for- 
eign engageiuent.s,  and  that  for  many 
years  her  credit  had  been  unquestioned 
among  foreign  financial  houses.  To  in- 
timate the  prolialMlity  of  default  under 
such  circumstances  would  have  been 
unpardonable.  But  the  times  have 
changed.  Last  week  one  of  the  leading 
newspapers  of  Sao  Paulo,  the  ILstado  de 
Sao  Panlo,  not  only  discussed  e:litorally 
the  probability  of  such  a  default,  but 
actually  advised  the  government  to  sus- 
pend interest  and  redemption  pay- 
ments on  the  foreign  debt,  and  sought 
to  justify  the  step.  At  the  same  time  the 
telegraph  advises  us  that  our  exper- 
ienced friends  at  the  River  Plate  are 
urging  Brazil  to  suspend  pajmenls,  and 
we  hear  the  same  opinions  expressed  on 
e\'ery  street  corner.  Manifestly,  the 
repugnance  which  Brazilians  once  felt 
against  repudiation,  has  become  almost 
a  forgotten  sentiment,  and  the  dallying 
with  the  subject  which  is  now  seen  on 
every  side  may  be  considered  an  indica- 
tion that  the  fata!  resolution  is  about  to 
be  adopted.  As  for  the  morality  of 
such  an  act,  there  can  be  no  two  opin- 
ions. It  is  discreditable  and  dishonor- 
able. Reasons  may  be  found  to  show 
that  the  government  can  not  avoid  It. 
and  that  the  situation  will  surely  im- 
prove once  the  government  is  relieved 
of  the  necessity  of  providing  funds  for 
its  foreign  obligations,  but  this  does  not 
])rove  that  a  dishonest  act  is  right.  It 
may  be  shown  that  the  state  of  the 
treasury  would  be  .greatly  improved, 
that  exchange  would  be  strengthened, 
that  trade  would  revive,  and  that  the 
government  would  then  find  money  to 
carry  out  various  desirable  projects  for 
the  well-being  of  the  country,  but  still 
the  unpleasant  fact  remains  that  the  act 
was  repudiation  and  that  we  are  seeking 
to  make  money  through  defrauding  our 
creditors.  It  may  be  that  a  suspension 
of  ])ayments  can  not  now  be  avoided. 
Years  ago  it  was  pointed  out  that  the 
policy  which  tlie  public  men  of  Brazil 
were  pursuing  would  certainly  lead  to 
bankruptcy.  They  have  known  that 
large  deficits  were  being  realized  every 
year,  and  that  their  extravagance  would 


certainly  increase  them.  But  they  lived 
in  a  fool's  paradise,  and  would  not  see 
the  fatal  termination  of  such  a  polic}'. 
They  continued  increasing  a  perfectly 
useless  army  and  navy  ;  they  voted 
millions  to  an  improvident  agricultui'a! 
class  and  to  the  inti'oduetiou  of  colonists, 
the)-  granted  interest  guarantees  and 
sidDsidies  with  a  royal  hand,  and  tliev 
mnltiplied  the  office-holding  dependents 
on  the  treasury  to  au  amazing  extent. 
In  short,  they  were  lavish  in  appropria- 
tions, improvident  in  administration, 
and  l>lind  to  the  cou.sequences.  And 
now  we  are  asked  to  excuse  the  inevi- 
table default  and  to  sympathize  with  the 
defaulter.  And  if  we  are  not  mistaken, 
we  shall  soon  be  hearing  that  it  is  the 
duty  of  foreign  banking  houses  to  help 
us  out  of  our  dilliciilties  by  loaning  us 
more  money,  -Such  a  claim  would  be 
worse  than  absurd,  Brazil  has  no  one 
to  blame  for  her  financial  troubles  but 
her  own  public  men.  And  if  the  coun- 
try must  default,  the  honorable  thing 
to  do  is  to  confess  the  fault  at  once  and 
to  meet  the  issue  frankly,  and  with 
honest  efforts  to  reduce  the  obligations 
outstanding.  To  do  this,  every  im- 
uecessary  expenditure  must  be  cut  oi'f, 
and  c\"ery  unnecessary  official  must  be 
disiuissL'il.  If  this  is  done,  the  cmbar- 
rassmciiL  tjiight  tn  be  a  sliort  one,  for 
thecountrv'  has  aliundant  resources.  It 
only  needs  time  and  good  go\*erument 
to  enable  it  to  meet  evcr\'  vintcni  of  its 
indeljtedness. 


Ti-iE  editors  of  .  the  Brazil  Typo- 
graphico  have,  we  fear,  misunderstood 
our  comment  on  their  first  number. 
The  editor  of  The  Rio  Ah",'s  is  a  j^-ac- 
tieal  lirinter  and  is  therefore  heartily 
interested  in  ever)"thing  which  will 
promote  the  best  interests  of  that  class, 
and  one  of  thes':;  is  certainly  a  welb 
printed  and  well-edited  typographical 
journal.  He  is  also  an  employer  of 
printers,  and  he  therefore  lias  a  material 
as  well  as  a  sentimental  interest  in  good, 
honest  work.  In  his  comment  on  the 
first  issue  of  the  Brazil  Typographico, 
he  was  actuated  b}-  a  desire  to  point  out 
the  direction  in  which  the  best  work  can 
be  done.  In  his  opinion,  it  is  of  uo 
practical  benefit  to  discnss  Gutenberg 
and  the  importance  of  the  discovery  of 
printing,  interesting  as  such  subjects 
certainly  are.  Of  course,  if  the  young 
men  who  have  undertaken  the  publica- 
tion of  this  journal — which,  wc  wi.sh  to 
say,  has  our  best  wishes  for  its  success 
— prefer  to  direct  their  attention  to  the 
purely  literary  aspects  of  the  subject, 
then  we  can  have  nothing  to  say.  But 
we  had  hoped  that  they  would  lead  it 
into  practical  channels,  and  that  it 
would  eventually  become  a  teacher  and 
leader  in  the  work  of  improving  the  art 
of  printing  in  this  country.  We  have 
no  wish  to  institute  comparisons,  but 
when  our  colleague  tells  us  that  «  there 
are  no  better  printers  abroad »  than 
here  in  Brazil,  we  are  either  misunder- 
standing each  other,  or  else  he  is  not 
well  informed.  There  are  good  printers 
here  to  be  sure,  but  Ihcy  arc  far  from 
being  the  equals  of  the  letter-press 
workmen  of  Paris,  London  and  New 
York.  And  the  reasons  are  ;  (i )  they 
have  not  had  the  training  :  and  (2) 
there  is  no  market  here  for  such  work, 
W'hen  the  Brazilian  public  demands 
better  work  and  is  willing  to  pay  for  it, 
we  have  no  duubi  jirinters  will  be 
found  to  su]>ply  what  is  wanted.  Hut 
in  the  meantime  something  can  be  done 
toward  training  good  workmen.  As  an 
employer  of  printers  we  know  exactly 
what  the  trade  requires,  and  the  most 
important  of  all  is  a  good  apjircntice 
regulation.  We  have  taken  on  boys  to 
learn  the  trade  who,  after  only  six  or 
seven  months"  service  and  with  only 
knowledge  enough  of  the  trade  to  set 
up  a  straight  line  in  newspaper  work, 
went  away  to  other  offices  to  work  as 
journeymen.  We  have  employed  jiress- 
men  as  journeymen,  who  could  hardly 
impose  a  simple  form,  and  on  one 
occasion  one  of  them  nearly  ruined  a 
new  press  for  us  because  he  did  not 
know  how  to  get  a  good  impression. 
These  faults  are  as  bad  for  printers 
generally,   as   they  are  for  employers. 


When  we  suggest,  therefore,  that  our 
new  colleague  should  interest  itscll  in 
promoting  the  better  training  of  printers 
and  the  adoption  of  a  higher  standard 
of  excellence,  we  are  advocating  onl)- 
what  every  good  iirinler  will  admit  to 
be  necessary.  In  this  we  shall  be  on!;' 
too  glad  to  assist,  for.  it  would  be  a 
great  pleasure  to  us,  not  only  to  see 
genuine  ]irogre^s  in  printing  here  bvil 
to  t:dve  part  in  the  dcw-loinnent.

Speeches  wjn.'  then  midc  b\-  the 
lawyers  Dr,  Joao  Damascjiio  and  Sena- 
tor Ruy  Barbosa,  who  argued  to  ]>rove 
that  the  constraint  on  tlu'  pris  )ii!-rs  was 
illegal  and  th.it  thfv  were  cons.'ipientlv 
entitled  to  r.-le.isi.;  from  ciisto.ly.  BoiJi 
lawyers  took  occasion  to  L-mpliasisL'  the 
fact  that  the  prisoners  were  now  t)bliged 
to  seek  for  thcmseU'cs  the  justice  which 
they  had  formerly  denied  to  others. 
Senator  Rn>'  Barbosa  concluded  his  long 
speech  with  an  eloquent  peroration  iu 
which  he  warned  thnse  who  now  control 
public  affairs  that  the  wind  sown  to- 
day will  be  followed  b\-  the  whirlwind 
to  be  reaped  to-morrow  and  tliat  s\'s- 
tematic  contempt  for  justice  will  surely 
result  in  the  igiiomiuious  collapse  of 
the  institutions  of  the  country. 

One  of  the  ])risoners,  n.'puty  Barbosa 
Ijima,  was  thun  ii-rmitled  to  make 
some  remarks,  after  wliicli  the  judges 
proceeded  to  state  their  rea.sons  for 
their  respective  opinions,  [twas  foniiti 
that  of  the  nine  judges  present  four 
were  in  favor  of  thi'  release  of  the 
prisoners  and  five  opposed  it.  When 
the  result  was  announced  sc\-eral  of  the 
ladies  in  the  audience  burst  into  tears. 

As  was  natural  in  view  of  the  interest 
excited  by  the  case,  the  court-rooii  was 
crowded.  The  audienc  was  quiet  and 
orderly,  and  the  applause  with  which 
Senator  Ruy  Barbjsa  was  greeted  when 
he  couchided  his  spe'cch  was  promptly 
checked  by  the  court. 

A  large  police  force  was  held  in  readi- 
ness for  preventing  disturbances,  and 
the  carriages  conveying  the  exiles  both 
in  going  to  the  court  and  in  returning 
to  the  navy-yard  were  guaid::d  by 
mounted  policemen. 

It  is  supposed  that  v\\v.  .hidiada  will 
leave  port  to-da\'  with  the  exiles, 
though  it  is  reported  that  there  will  he 
made  another  apjilication  for  a  writ  of 
habeas  corpus  in  their  favor.
